New York’s 1931 Budget 
Is Greatest on Record 

NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—(?)—A 
proposed city budget for 193l—a 
lot larger than the combined bud- 
get of Chicago, Philadelphia, De- 
troit, Los Angeles and Cleveland 
this year—was submitted to the 
board of estimate today. 

It calls for an. expenditure of 
$621,108,709. This is higher by $5,- 
239,671 than a tentative sheet sub- 
mitted last week. A basic tax rate 


of about $2.66 per $100 is ‘indi- 
cated,

are equal to about 15 per cent of 
the federal government's budget for 
1930,

Fire which broke out late Sunday

RAINY SEASON ADVENT 
SLOWS BRAZIL DRIVES 


BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 20.—(/)— 
Dispatches passing through here from 
the Brazilian war areas today indicat- 
ed that the coming of the spring rainy 
season has delayed Jarge military ope- 
rations over the week-end in the main 
battle sector, that of Sao Paulo 
Parana. 

Airplanes found taking off and land- 
ing difficult, while ground troops 
found the going heavy and apparently 
rested on the battle lines established 
last week. One advice from rebel 
sources was that their “advance” on 
this front continues, but it was not 
specific. 

The fighting brought about by the 
revolutionary movement, which began 
October 3 as a result of dissatisfaction 
in the southern states over the na- 
tional elections held last spring, is 
developing principally in four areas.

T0 PLAN MARKETING 


Series of Meetings Scheduled 
To Discuss Co-operative 
Movement. 


BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
Georgia tobacco growers will decide 
this fall whether they want to market 
their crops co-operatively. or individu- 
ally. 
And if they decide to organize for 
mutual marketing, they will be al- 


lowed to vote on the kind of co-oper-, 


ative they think best suited for their 
needs, 

A series of meetings has been ar- 
ranged, and steps toward ultimate or- 


ganization of a tobacco co-operative 
association will be taken at each meet- 
ing. 

The first will be held at Tifton Oc- 
tober 29. Three committees will meet 
and lay foundation plans for the or- 
ganization. One committee will con- 
sist of the county agent and agricul- 
tural teachers in each county, another 
of three growers from each county and 
the third of representatives already 
chosen by the Southeastern Agricul- 
tural Co-operative Consolidated. 

Growers will be acquainted with the 
co-operative merketing movement at 
this meeting, and will plan ways and 
means to return to their counties and 
interest growers, bankers and other 
business men in the movement, 

Similar Meetings Planned. 


Similar meetings will be held at 
Waycross October 30, and Savannah 
Octoker 31. 

If the growers decide to organize 
at the first meetings, thensthey will 
take the second step—two mass meet- 
ings. These probably will be held at 
Tifton and Savannah during the mid- 
dle of November. 

All growers interested will be in- 
vited, and the meetings will be ad- 
dressed by James C, Stone, vice presi- 
dent and tobacco representative of the 
federal farm board. 

Mr. Stone will tell the growers 
what they can expect and what they 
cannot expect from the farm board 
and will explain in detail the co-op- 
erative marketing movement. 

If the growers still think they want 
a co-operative, the county agents and 
tobacco committees of each county in 
the belt will be asked to call a mass 
meeting and get the growers’ yote. 

They will vote simply on whether 
they want such a co-operative. 
vote is favorable, each meeting will 
be expected to select a representative 


from that county to serve as organiza-} 


tion committeeman, 

The organization committeemen then 
will meet as a general committee and 
prepare a contract for the growers. 

The federal farm-»board has assured 
the growers that if the organization 
is perfected, it will co-operate in every 
way possible in preparation of the 
contract, 

These plans were made at a recent 
meeting of federal farm board repre- 
sentatives and other interested parties 
with Eugene Talmadge, state commis- 
sioner of agriculture. 

Growers To Be Given Chance. 


Mr. Talmadge declined to discuss 
the possible advantages of disadvan- 
tages of such a co-operative. 

“We will give the growers a chance 
to say what they want,” he said. 
“Such an organization would be the 
growers’ spokesman to the farm 
board.”’. 

Georgia tobacco growers were un- 
able to get relief from the board dur- 
ing the recent collapse of the tobacco 
— because they were not organ- 
zea.

That is a part of the constitu- 
tion; and since it cannot be removed without the vote of 36 states, it

Next in importance is the fact, equally obvious to everybody, that 
the unpopularity of prohibition in large cities has enabled criminal 
bootleggers to become rich and powerful and thus has equipped them 
to foster and protect all manner of crime, to corrupt officials and to 


control courts. 


Third, but equally important, fs the self-evident fact that rural dis- 
tricts, where the scattered population offers less profit for bootleggers 
and majority sentiment is against the liquor traffic, are not afflicted 
with liquor-supported crime as large cities are and therefore regard 
prohibition as a blessing to be defended and preserved. 

It is another variation of the age-old conflict between country and 


town. 


The cities may say: “It is no more fair for the country to make 
laws for the city than it would be for Arizona to make laws for lowa:’ 
or they may declare, with equal logic: “You country people are forcing 
us to endure a condition that you would not tolerate yourselves; and 
if prohibition affected you as it does us, you would end it within a year.” 


But prohibition doesn’t affect the country as it does the city; and

| ASSAILS POLICY OF BRITAIN 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—(4)-—A 
resolution asserting that the policy 
of Great Britain toward Palestine 
“constitutes a repudiation of _ the 
solemn pledge given by the British 
government to thg Jewish people’ was 
adopted today by the American Jew- 
ish congress. , ; 

The statement of policy, issued by 
the British government at London 
today, was characterized by the reso- 
lution as “a violation and breach” of 
the mandate under which Great Brit- 
ain governs Palestine. ee 

Great Britain was criticized for 
failure to establish a Jewish national 
home in Palestine which the resolu- 
tion said had been promised. 

The resolution also called for a 
meeting of the administrative commit- 
tee of the Jewish congress as soon as 
possible “to take such further action 
in regard to this resolution as the 
committee deems advisable.” 

Asserting that the Jews of the 
United States had organized a legion 
which fought under General Allenby 
and aided in freeing Palestine ‘from 
the yoke of Turkish oppression and 
that they had contributed men and 
money for the improvement of that 
country, the resolution added:

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—()— 
Senatorial immunity, prohibition, rail- 
roads, and natural gas were mixed 
with a wide variety of contentions 
from which the supreme court today 
selected 5S cases to review. 

It waived aside 89 other contro- 
versies with a refusal to review, per- 
mitting the decisions of the lower 
courts to stand, The 147 cases dis- 
posed of today completed the w- 'im- 
inary review of the 350 suits that 
accumulated during the summer re- 
CORS, 

The senatorial immunity case, in- 
volving a suit for damages by Howe 
P’. Cochran, of Washington, D. C., for 
injuries he claimed resulted from a 
speech Senator Couzens, of Michigan, 
made in the senate, was among those 
the court refused to review. 

Seven prohibition cases were placed 
alongside it, but the court granted a 
limited review to one which raised 
taxing and not prohibition enforce- 
ment questions, 

Four railroad cases were among 
those the court agreed to review. It 
consented to decide whether regular 
rates must be charged for hauling 
private passenger cars for other com- 
panies; whether the interstate com- 
merce commission can enforce its val- 
uation of the Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Coast Railroad; to determine for 
the Missouri Pacific if the Arkansas 
full train crew laws are valid; and to 
decide whether petroleum railroad 
rates in Indiana were valid.
